News Analysis 

Candidates Focus on Crime, 
Metro and Community Center

Eight candidates, vying 
for five city council seats 
next Tuesday, November 2, 
are winding up their cam¬ 
paigns this week. Incumb¬ 
ents Thomas X. White, Ed¬ 
ward V. J. Putens, Antoin¬ 
ette M. ‘Toni'’ Brsam and 
Rodney M. Roberts are seek¬ 
ing reelection. The challeng¬ 
ers are Judith “J” Davis, 
Keith Chemikoff, Hopi 
Auerbach and Council .Nedd 
II. No Advisory questions 
are on the ballot. Polls will 
be open from 7 a.m. to 8 p.m. 

All candidates — with the ex¬ 
ception of Nedd — have partici¬ 
pated in election forums and 
Greenbelt Access Television in¬ 
terviews and have submitted 
their biographies to the Greenbelt 
News Review, 

So far the campaign has pro¬ 
duced few sparks — no flaming 
oratory. Local political pundits 
have been struck by the civility 
marking the candidates' respon¬ 
ses to one another. This may be 
a sign that the political scene 
this year has not been dominated 
!by major issues dividing the con¬ 
tenders, Or perhaps the candi¬ 
dates' discreet behavior signals 
their individual aspirations to 
occupy the mayoral seat. 


Mayor Gil Weidenfeld’s de¬ 
cision not to run for reelection 
has created heightened interest 
in the order in which candidates 
may finish. Councils have tra¬ 
ditionally chosen the top vote- 
getter as mayor, although the 
city charter is silent on this 
point Weidenfeld, a council mem¬ 
ber for 22 years, served 14 years, 
nine months as mayor, 11 of 
them consecutively since 1982. 

In making their selection in 
the voting booth, citizens are ex¬ 
pected to look at individual can¬ 
didates' degree and length of 
involvement, leadership and ex¬ 
perience at various candidate 
forums and interviews, their re¬ 
sponses to questionnaires, the 
views contained in their liter- 
ture and advertisements and their 
personalities. 

The city election questionnaire 
.will be available at the polls. As 
in past years, residents will be 
asked how they feel about city 
services and life in Greenbelt in 
general. For those who do not 
fill out a questionnaire at the 
polls, one is published elsewhere 
in the News Review. It can be 
mailed to the City Office, 25 
Crescent Road.

Procedures Outlined 


Voting on election day, Tues¬ 
day, November 2, will be held 
from 7 a.m. to 8 p.m. at four 
polling places — the Greenbelt 
Municipal Building (Precinct 3- 
Center), the new Police Station, 
550 Crescent Road across from 
Attick Park (Precinct 6-North 
End), Springhill Lake Recreation 
Center (Precinct 8-Springhill 
Lake), and Greenbriar Commun¬ 
ity Center (Precinct 13-Green- 
belt East). 

Greenbelters will elect all five 
council members, all at large, for 
a two-term term. In order to be 
elected, a candidate must receive 
40% of the votes east. If fewer 
than five candidates receive such 
a vote, a run-off election will be 
held one week later on Tuesday, 
November 9. 

In a run-off election the ballot 
will consist of those unsuccessful 
candidates receiving the greatest 
number of votes, with up to twice 
as many names as there are posi¬ 
tions to be filled. Candidates 
polling the greatest number of 
votes are declared winners in 
the run-off election regardless 
of the percentage of votes re¬ 
ceived. 

The 40% requirement for elec¬ 
tion was introduced in 19*67. Ear¬ 
lier a majority vote was re¬ 
quired, frequently resulting in 
run-off elections- Since 1967 no 
run-offs have taken place. The 
last run-off election in 1965 pit¬ 


ted Richard Pilski against Clif¬ 
ford Simonson. Pilski won by 
one vote. 

If all five council members 
are elected on November 2 there 
will be an organizational meet¬ 
ing of the new council on Mon¬ 
day, November 8, at 7:30 p.m. 
(This meeting is set by char¬ 
ter). If there is a run-off elec¬ 
tion, the organizational meeting 
will be held on Monday, Novem¬ 
ber 15, 

Upon being sworn in, the new¬ 
ly elected council will choose the 
mayor. 

Voters will also be asked to 
complete a city-prepared infor¬ 
mation questionnaire. 

Applications for absentee bal¬ 
lots may be obtained in the city 
clerk's office in the Municipal 
Building until noon Monday, No¬ 
vember 1* The ballots must be 
returned to the city clerk no 
later than 6 pm, on election day, 
Tuesday, November 2. Any quali¬ 
fied voter who is unable to vote 
in the election because of re¬ 
ligious beliefs, physical condi¬ 
tion or absence from the city on 
election day may vote by absen¬ 
tee ballot. Ballots may be ob¬ 
tained at the clerk's office and 
completed at the same time.

Registration 

This is Greenbelt's second city 
election under universal registra¬ 
tion procedures. The city no 
longer maintains its own voter 
registration list. Instead, citi¬ 
zens are automatically registered 
for city elections when they 
register for county, state and 
federal contests. 

When universal registration 
was implemented in 1991, the 
city's registration figures soared 
from 3.663 in 1989 to 7,440 in 
,1991. According to the county 
Board of Elections, 8,842 city 
residents will be eligible to cast 
ballots on November 2, almost 
a 19% increase over 1991. 

Registration from the city's 
four precincts is as follows: 

Center's precinct 3 has 2,249 
eligible voters, up 13% over 1991; 
the North End’s precinct 6 has 
1,933, an increase of 8%; and 
the tally for Springhill Lake's 
precinct 8 is 1,502, a substantial 
43% rise- Registration in Green- 
belt East's precinct 13—3,002— 
shows an increase of 21% over 
1991. Much of this increase can 
be attributed to new development 
in Greenbelt East. 

Pot Pourri 

In 1991, just 89 more Green- 
belters voted than in the 1989 
city election. 

In 1991, four of the five in¬ 
cumbents ran for reelection as is 
the case this time. 

Bram, Roberts, White. Auer¬ 
bach and Chernikoff reside in 
the center core of the city. Pu¬ 
tens, Davis and Nedd reside in 
Greenbelt East. 

Running for a sixth term, 
Bram is the fifth woman to 
serve on the city council, but 
the first to serve five consecu¬ 
tive terms. 

White, Putens and Bram have 
served together on council since 
1983. 

White has served 10 consecu¬ 
tive terms (three as mayor pro- 
tem); Putens six. 

Roberts is completing his first 
term on council. 

Chernikoff and Davis have long 
been active in community af¬ 
fairs, each serving as chair of 
a City Advisory Committee. 

Chernikoff lost his first bid 
for a council seat in 1987. 

Interested in environmental 
issues, Aueibach is new to the 
political scene.

There are no hotly contested issues in the city election. 
Candidates have staked oyt differing positions in their bro¬ 
chures and ads, their responses to News Review questions 
and their statement and responses at candidates’ nights. 
However, they have expressed no disagreement nor taken 
exception to any other candidate's position. 


On most matters of city con¬ 
cerns identified by the candi¬ 
dates and others, the differences 
between candidates seem minor. 
Only minor criticism has been 
expressed as well of past actions 
of the council or any of its 
members. The candidates have 
not criticized any of the city 
operations or management and 
staff. 

Crime 

The issue that seems to be 
of greatest concern to citizens 
and the candidates is crime re¬ 
duction. Candidates generally 
advocate community policing, 
nontraditional approaches to po¬ 
lice patrolling, some increase in 
police officers and expanded pro¬ 
grams involving citizen partici¬ 
pation, such as crime watch. 
Council Nedd II has come 
forward with the unique idea 
of advocating an elected sheriff 
or constable, Rodney Roberts has 
been a leading advocate of in¬ 
stituting bicycle patrols, but none 
of the candidates are opposed 
to the idea under certain circum¬ 
stances, with some approving 
their use only if the department 
has additional personnel, Edward 
V. J. Putens and Antoinette M. 
“Toni” Bram have stated that 
they oppose taking officers out 
of vehicles and onto bicycles, but 
believe that bicycles could be 
used at the Metro station, Roo¬ 
sevelt Center, the lake park, 
Springhill Lake and elsewhere. 

While Hopi Auerbach states 
that she differs from the other 
candidates by advocating that the 
police be increased only a lit¬ 
tle, none of the other candidates 
have advocated any significant 
increases. Those candidates that 
have discussed how to pay for 
the increased costs generally

have proposed obtaining outside 
funds or taking cost savings 
measures. Only Judith “J” Davis 
has suggested that residents 
would support increasing taxes 
to fund additional police. 

Davis is also the only candi¬ 
date to suggest use of mopeds 
for patrolling. Putens advocates 
that the police develop a crisis 
intervention program. Auerbach 
advocates the teaching of con¬ 
flict resolution in our schools, 
rehabilitation rather than inflict¬ 
ing punishment on criminals, and 
addressing social problems. All 
support a seven-day waiting per¬ 
iod for handgun purchase. 

City Finances 

While the candidates advocate 
increased spending for a variety 
of services and facilities, they 
generally express reluctance or 
opposition to increasing taxes. 
However, none have unequivocally 
ruled out a tax increase or in¬ 
dicated that they would oppose 
increasing taxes to pay for the 
debt service and added cost of 
operating the community center. 

Most have advocated greater 
effort to seek out funds from 
other sources, such as grants 
from the county, state and fed¬ 
eral governments and private 
sources and program fees. 

Putens advocates that senior 
citizens not be charged for city 
services, including the pool and 
community center. 

Community Center 

Of the seven candidates who 
have responded to questions on 
the subject (Nedd being absent 
at the Citizens for Greenbelt 
(CFG) Candidates’ Night), 
Keith Chernikoff, Bram and Pu¬ 
tens expect the bids to be within 
the funds available. Thomas X. 
White states that the community 
center should be completed with 
the funds available. Roberts and 
Auerbach argue that, if needed, 
the project should be cut to the 
“bare bones.” Davis opposes a 
bare bones approach, proposing 
instead that additional funds be 
sought. All seven oppose raising 
city taxes or taking funds away 
from other city programs or 
projects to pay for any additional 
costs. 

Only two candidates specifi¬ 
cally addressed the proposal for 
a performing arts theater addi¬ 
tion to the community center. 
Putens is committed to its com¬ 
pletion but advocates that some 
of the money needed should be 
raised from other sources. Nedd 
opposes city dollars? paying for t.i 
Metro Station 

The candidates have generally 
advocated good bus transporta-

The 1965 city council election ended in a runoff con¬ 
test between Richard Pilski and Clifford Simonson that was 
decided by a single vote. That election is a perfect example 
of why everyone needs to vote and why every vote is im¬ 
portant. As a recent article about Pilski recounted, many 
Greenbelters made special efforts to cast their ballots. 
Others, however, were busy making excuses about why 
they failed to vote. 

Even in our last city election, only small margins sep¬ 
arated the candidates. The top vote-getter, Mayor Gil 
Weidenfeld, won over the next highest candidate by only 
28 votes, out of 2400 votes cast. 

All five council seats will be filled through this at-large 
election. Victorious councilmembers must build support 
throughout the city and, in order to be reelected, must rep¬ 
resent all areas and residents. 

In turn, all eligible voters can contribute to the election 
process by casting their ballots. Each of us should support 
the candidates we think will best represent us for the next 
two years. 

Unlike the 1965 election, however, where the city kept 
its own voter lists, all residents who are registered to vote 
in county and state elections are eligible to cast ballots on 
Tuesday, November 2. Tuesday night, be one of those who 
can point with pride to a role in picking the candidate — 
not one searching to excuse their absence from the polls. 
The polls will be open from 7 a.m. to 8 p.m.

tion and bicycle and pedestrian 
access to the new Greenbelt 
Metro Station. Chemikoff, Bram, 
Putens, Roberts, and Davis ad¬ 
vocate some form of intracity 
or shuttle bus service to the sta¬ 
tion, while Auerbach advocates 
bus service to all neighborhoods. 

Bram has called for a Metro 
summit to identify problems, ed¬ 
ucate the city and embrace the 
station as a part of the city. 
Chernikoff advocates “developing 
strategies.” White states that an 
“action plan is needed” and Da¬ 
vis wants to “design comprehen¬ 
sive solutions” to deal with prob¬ 
lems created by the Metro sta¬ 
tion. 

White levied mild criticism at 
some other council members by 
noting that he had wanted pub¬ 
lic hearings on the wetlands im¬ 
pact of the terminal yard and 
had supported a $50,000 fund for 
legal and other professional ser¬ 
vices but could not get council 
support. 

Development at Metro 

The seven candidates who ad¬ 
dressed the issue of development 
at and around the Metro station 
had differing views, Davis ad¬ 
vocated an aggressive city plan 
with development controlled by 
the city on the basis that new 
business can strengthen the city 
tax base. Auerbach wanted to 
leave the area as is although 
she could support a small com¬ 
mercial structure on the site. 
Bram wants to restrict develop¬ 
ment by enforcing environmen¬ 
tal regulations and strict ade¬ 
quate public facilities tests. 

Chernikoff wants to work with 
those having the right to develop 
in order to maximize green 
space, minimize traffic and en¬ 
force environmental regulations. 
White wants the city to invest 
in its own traffic study to en¬ 
sure that parking and traffic 
needs are met. 

Putens is opposed to any de¬ 
velopment and advocates the 
city's buying what it can, utiliz¬ 
ing tax credits. Roberts believes 
that the city should purchase 
part of the A. H. Smith prop¬ 
erty for recreation, noting that 
the southeast portion could be 
used for ball fields and that the 
southwest corner could be used 
for commercial purposes. 

No Country Club 

Although no one has advocated 
new recreation facilities other 
than ballfields, Auerbach has 
stated that the city is not a 
country club and that more ex¬ 
travagant recreational facilities 
will not help teens. If necessary 
she would cut the city subsidy 
to the acquatic center. Roberts and 
Auerbach advocated placing im¬ 
proved and equal facilities in 
other parts of the city. Cherni¬ 
koff wants a long range plan 
for recreation to the year 2003, 
to promate recreational facilities 
for all and to improve current 
recreational fields. Davis would 
like to enhance and promote rec¬ 
reational and cultural programs 
for all. 

Park Land 

Differences among some can¬ 
didates occurred on the CFG 
question dealing with expanding 
the Northway ballfields. Rob¬ 
erts, Bram and Auerbach are

City Elections 

None of the seven candidates 
appearing at the Greenbelt East 
Candidates’ Night (Nedd absent) 
were opposed to placing restric¬ 
tions on campaign financing, al¬ 
though Putens expressed concern 
that such regulations might give 
the better-known incumbents an 
advantage. Nedd has advocated 
term limits for council members. 

Auerbach has stated) that coun¬ 
cil members might be elected 
from wards if residents felt they 
could only be properly repre¬ 
sented by people from their own 
area. 

The others emphasized the fact 
that each council member repre¬ 
sented all residents of the city 
and were not out to seek special 
favoritism for only one area. 
Davis contended that a person 
could not be elected to the coun¬ 
cil unless support was received 
from every section of the city. 


Where to Vote 

City polling- places are not always the same as those 
used for other elections. Precinct 3 votes at the Municipal 
Building. Precinct 6 votes at the Police Station, Precinct 
8_ at the Springhill Lake Recreation Center and Precinct 
13 at the Greenbriar Community Building. 

The office for the county Board of Elections recently 
sent voter registration cards to all city residents. Any 
person who is registered who did not receive a card 
should call the Board of Elections 952-3279 (TTY 627- 
3352).

opposed to adding additional 
fields. Subject to an updated 
needs assessment and environ¬ 
mental studies Davis would sup¬ 
port an expansion. White stated 
that he continues to support ex¬ 
pansion. Putens and Chernikoff 
also supported additional fields, 
but Putens advocated no lights 
and Chernikoff advocated con¬ 
trolled lighting. 

Roberts and Putens advocated 
the purchase of park land, par¬ 
ticularly in the vicinity of the 
Metro station. Given an extra 
million dollars without strings 
attached, Wh4e f Chernikoff. and 
Davis also would use at least 
some of it to buy open space. 

Trails and Overpasses 

Chernikoff, Auerbach, White, 
Putens, Davis and Bram have 
advocated a city wide trail sys¬ 
tem for bicycles and pedestrians. 
Chernikoff wants additional traf¬ 
fic devices to ensure safe cross¬ 
ings at busy intersections such 
as Southway and Crescent Road.

The project to finish rebuilding the Greenbelt Road 
bridge over the Baltimore-Washington Parkway is sched¬ 
uled to be finished in May 1994. Construction in the inter¬ 
change, which started in October 1991, was six months 
ahead of schedule until an asbestos conduit was discovered 
inside the bridge, according to Harry Sloat of the National 
Park Service traffic division. Other problems have also de¬ 
layed completion. 


The project is part of a com¬ 
plete overhaul of the Parkway 
to bring it up to federally-set 
modern highway safety stand¬ 
ards, according to Earle Kittle- 
man, also with the Park Service. 
When construction is complete, 
drivers will have an extra lane 
in each direction of the park¬ 
way, for the on- and off-ramps 
to Greenbelt Road (Maryland 
Route 193) and the Beltway. 
Greenibelt Road will have three 
through lanes in each direction. 
The original narrow ledges on 
the -bridge are being widened to 
five foot wide sidewalks. 

The northern half of the bridge 
is nearly complete; construction 
now focuses on the southern 
half. The entire bridge is on 
schedule for completion in May 
of next year although Sloat 
stated that if more unforeseen 
problems appear, the project

Tents Set Up on Church Lawn 
House Local Fund Raisers

Tents sprang up on the lawns around the Greenbelt 
Community Church for the Sleep-Out for the Homeless 
which began on the evening of Friday, October 22. Similar 
to walk-a-thons that raise money for charity, people who 
participated were sponsored by other people for a small 
amount of money each. The money raised is to be used on 
projects that help homeless people in Prince Georges 
County. 


People arrived in the early 
evening and set up their tents. 
Sleep-out participants got a tiny 
feel for the experience of being 
a homeless person living outside 
by staying outdoors the entire 
night. They cooked and ate a 
dinner of hot dogs and beans 
outside on the church grounds. 
Worship services were held that 
evening and the next morning 
on the church steps and a musi¬ 
cal performance for entertain¬ 
ment was held on the lawn. 
Port-a-johns on the church park¬ 
ing lot were the only restroom 
facilities. Participants enjoyed 
some of the more traditional 
sleep-out activities, however, 
such as roasting marshmallows 
and sitting around a campfire. 

Unfortunately, sleep-out par¬ 
ticipants also got a taste of the 
harassment some homeless peo¬ 
ple endure. Late that night a 
carload of people drove by re¬ 
peatedly, honking the horn, 
yelling, and w cursing, keeping 
some people awake. The episode 
lasted several hours, and the 
police were called. 

The Greenbelt Community 
Church on Crescent and Hillside 
Roads was one of three churches 
in the county that hosted this 
annual event. 

The event is held even if it 
rains and last year’s participants 
at a church in Hyattsville stayed 
out in the rain. 

The event is sponsored by 
Community Ministry, a local 
ecumenical group sponsored by 
area chur'ches that help neigh¬ 
bors in need. The group serves 
meals at its Community Place 
Cafe; has an anti-eviction fund, 
The Sharing Fund, that helps 
keep low income people in dan¬ 
ger of being evicted in their 
homes; and coordinates the 


housing of homeless people in 
area churches such as Safe Ha¬ 
ven for single men and Warm 
Nights for families.

Greenbelt High Alumnus Plan Golden Reunion 


Classes from 1938-1951 of 
Greenbelt High School are dust¬ 
ing off those memories as they 
prepare to celebrate a “golden” 
reunion next spring.

“The decision to offer Citgo 
gas is in the best interests of 
our membership which wants to 
be able to take their automobiles 
to the Co-op where they feel 
confident that they are receiving 
honest and reliable service,” said 
Co-op President Jim Cassels. He 
added that the board hopes a 
branded gas will bring in enough 
new business to make the sta¬ 
tion profitable. 

For many months, the coopera¬ 
tive's board of directors has 
been considering ways to in¬ 
crease business at the service 
station, which has operated at 
a loss for three consecutive 
years. At the end of 1994, the 
cooperative's lease on the ser¬ 
vice station property will end 
and will have to be renegotiated. 
“It is critical over the next 14 
months to get the station operat¬ 
ing in the black,” explained Co¬ 
op Treasurer Joe Timer. 

The agreement with Citgo 
provides that the Co-op will sell 
Citgo gas, oil and antifreeze. All 
other Co-op services remain the 
same. Essentially, explains Co¬ 
op Service Station Manager Dave 
Meadows, “We have branded our 
gas.” 

Citgo gas has strong name 
recognition. It is heavily adver¬ 
tised on television and is con¬ 
sidered a high-quality, top-rated 
gasoline. The Co-op board expects 
that using Citgo gas will in¬ 
crease the volume of business 


by capturing more non-member 
sales. 

But the value of this location 
was not being sufficiently ex¬ 
ploited by selling generic gaso¬ 
line, which causes some potential 
customers to turn away. 

In exploring ways to improve 
business at the service station, 
board and staff visited area ser¬ 
vice stations and sought the 
advice of the national service 
station trade association. Fre¬ 
quently mentioned was the be¬ 
lief that the Co-op's location at 
the Parkway entrance/exit ramp 
is excellent. 

The use of Citgo gas also per¬ 
mits customers to use additional 
credit cards and reduce the co¬ 
operative's costs in offering 
those credit cards. 

Facelift 

In conjunction with the new 
branded gas, the service station 
is also receiving a facelift. Im¬ 
provements are being made to 
the interior, the lighting and 
the canopy. The building will 
also be painted. A new sign with 
both the Citgo and Co-op name 
will be installed. The improve¬ 
ments are expected to be com¬ 
pleted by the end of November. 

“We are making this change 
to make the service station a 
viable business and we ask tbe 
membership to support the Co-op 
by utilizing the service station 
for all their automotive nestis 
and recommending it to their 
friends,” concluded Cassels.

Festival Race Results

Peter Kirk, 36. from Rockville 
had one of the easiest victories 
in the long history of the Green¬ 
belt Labor Day Festival 15 kilo¬ 
meter (9.3 mile) running race, 
winning by over a half mile on 
September 5. * Kirk’s time was 
51 minutes and 26 seconds, only 
16 seconds short of the fastest 
time in the last 12 years.

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Autumn’s Carnival of Colors 

by Betsy Likowski 

The autumn leaves are now at their peak of color in 
our area. The yeMow, organ,e and red of the maples, hick¬ 
ories and sweet gums almost glow with intense color. The 
oaks will peak later with their duller shades of yellow, 
orange, red and brown. 


Some people from the north 
say that our autumn display is 
just a pale copy o<f what they 
are used to seeing. But you can 
see trees or groves around the 
city that are every bit as beau¬ 
tiful as anything seen elsewhere- 

Some examples of beautiful 
groves around the city are the 
orange maple trees along South¬ 
way, the multi-colored sweet gum 
trees next to the pools, and the 
bright yellow tulip trees next to 
the dark green pines between 
Braden Field and the fire house. 
And, of course, many stunning 
individual trees of other kinds 
can be seen here and there. 

The most beautiful trees, to 
my mind, are the 'black gums. 
They turn early and most have 
lost their leaves by now, but 
these are the variety that turn 
brilliant red or orange* Earlier 
there was a stunning tree next 
to St. Hugh's and that small 
grove of brilliant scarlet along 
Crescent Road beside the police 
station were black gums. 

Another tree that turns en¬ 
tirely one color is the hickory 
and they turn solid yellow- 
Sprinkled throughout the woods, 
they can be seen between 58 and 
62 court Ridge Road and in the 
lake park along Crescent Road. 

Most of the bright colors we 
see now are due to red maple 
and sweet gum trees. Despite 
the name, red maples will turn 
yellow, orange, and red. Sweet 
gums turn, all these colors and 
purple tool So if you see a pur¬ 
ple tree or a tree with a purple 
branch, you are looking at a 
sweet gum tree- This tree's bril¬ 
liant autumn leaves almost make 
up for our having to put up with 
the hundreds of spikey halls it 
drops on the ground. So watch 
your step under this tree! Out 
of the gum halls fall seeds which 
feed the birds all winter long. 

Another curious sight you may 
see is a tree with bright leaves 
all around its trunk and the rest

of the leaves green or dull in 
color. This is a vine such as 
poison "ivy or Virginia creeper 
that has turned color quicker 
than the tree that supports it. 

Everyday each tree seems to 
be a bit different in color as the 
individual leaves continue to 
change in tone until they fall 
off. A good example of this ef¬ 
fect is the beech tree. Each tree 
looks a different shade, yet each 
leaf is either yellow, brown, or 
a combination of both- And the 
change of color progresses the 
same on every tree I've seen. 
The tree turns color first on the 
top and edges, then moves to 
the bottom and inside. Each leaf 
first changes to yellow on the 
edges, the yellow moves inward, 
and then brown appears at the 
edges and then moves inward. 

'So all these trees change in 
the same way, but notice the 
different shades of tan, rust, 
yellow on the beech trees near 
the library and between Crescent 
Road and Centerway

Thomas X. White has lived in 
Greenbelt with his wife, Helen, 
and family for the past 34 years.

ground, removed money from his 
wallet and took his watch. Then 
he left. He is described as black, 

18 years old. 6'. 150 lbs., wearing 
a black “Newport” baseball cap, 
a white T-shirt, black jean shorts 
over black bicycle shorts, and 
white shoes. 

Around 11:30 a.m. on October 
18, some people in 4 Court Gar¬ 
denway were approached by four 
people who asked them if they 
had any change. The first group 
replied that they had no money, 
whereupon the second group 
started striking the first group 
with their fists. Then the second 
group ran away over the Spell¬ 
man Overpass towards Eleanor 
Roosevelt High School.

(drug) paraphernalia. He was re¬ 
leased on a citation pending 
trial. 

Around 2 a.m. on October 22 
an officer stopped a vehicle for 
an equipment violation in the 
area of Greenbelt Road and 
Frankfort Drive. While talking 
to the driver, the officer smelled 
marijuana coming from inside 
the vehicle, and found two pipes 
such as are commonly used to 
smoke marijuana inside the ve¬ 
hicle.

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How the Fall Gardener Creates 


RE-ELECT 


A Colorful Spring and Summer 


by Betsy Likowski 
There’s more to gardening 
in the autumn than raking 
leaves. And the garden sea¬ 
son does not have to end 
when the first frost kills the 
marigolds, zinnias, and to¬ 
matoes. Autumn is the sea¬ 
son of opportunity when 
gardeners can do as much 
or as little work in the gar¬ 
den as they want. 

In fact, this is the best time 
of year to plant spring flowering 
bulbs like daffodils and tulips. 
This is also one of the best times 
of year to plant or move peren¬ 
nial flowers such as daylilies, 
daisies, phlox, and peonies. Oth¬ 
er chores can be done, such as 
harvesting (and eating) the late 
crop of vegetables, soil prepara¬ 
tion for next year's garden, and 
starting a compost heasp- And 
late autumn is a good time to 
plant trees and shrubs. 

Bulbs 

The garden shops are full of 
bulbs and now is the time to 
imagine what kinds of flowers 
you would like to see in your 
garden next spring. Although 
daffodils, tulips, and crocuses 
are the best known buKbs, there 
are many more kinds. All are 
easy to plant, easy to care for, 
and many come back and flower 
every year. Plant bulbs that 
bloom at different times and 
have different colors to get a 
range of color in the garden. 

The common daffodil is an 
example of the endless possi¬ 
bilities of spring flowering 
bulbs. If you plant early, mid¬ 
season, and late-blooming daf¬ 
fodils you can can enjoy them 
for six to eight weeks. They 
come in many sizes and shapes 
and some smell very good, such 
as the late blooming variety 
“Geranium.” 

And if you add small bulbs, 
you could have quite a stunning 
display. An example is the pur¬ 
ple crocus with the early yellow 
daffodil “February Gfcld” and 
mid-season “King Alfred,” the 
classic yellow trumpet daffodil. 
(Purple grape hyacynths with 
the late white “Thalia” daffodil 
would give you a great display 
of color throughout March and 
April. 

Some bulbs can be planted 
throughout the lawn to give an 
effect of a naturally occuring 
display of flowers. 

If you already have bulbs, you 
can fertilize them now or dig 
them up, divide them and replant 
them. 

And for an early spring dis¬ 
play, try forcing bulbs. Plant 
them in a pot now, sink the pot 
into the soil- in the yard to 
the brim, and put mulch on top. 
Bring the pot inside in Febru¬ 
ary when the plants will start 
to grow. 

Perennial Flowers 

The first frost means the end 
of the annual flowers such as 
impatiens and marigolds. But 
October and April are the best 
times to plant most perennial 
flowers. 

Let’s say your clump of peren¬ 
nial flowers, such as daylilies, 
hostas, peonies, daisies, or 
phlox has gotten big. Now is the 
time to dig up that clump, divide 
it into smaller plants, and re¬ 
plant the plants. Make sure to 
water enough and mulch to pro¬ 
tect from winter’s cold blast. 

To get an idea of what kinds 


of perennials grow well in this 
area, take a look around the 
city at people’s gardens and at 
public displays such as those 
planted by the city near the 
entrance of the lake park. 

Some garden companies and 
garden shops do sell perennials 
at this time of year. 

Pansies are not perennials but 
plant them in the autumn for 
enjoyment next spring. 

Vegetables 

Foresighted gardeners planted 
their fall vegetable crop ear¬ 
lier and are now enjoying the 
fruits of their labors. We are 
fortunate in this area that we 
can grow cool weather vegetables 
both in the spring and autumn. 

Take a look around the city 
for ideas, especially at the Gar¬ 
den Club fields. And remember, 
many of these vegetables can 
be grown in the spring too—so 
plan ahead. Some cool weather 
vegetables are lettuce, swiss 
chard, kale, collard greens, peas, 
brussels sprouts, onions, and 
broccoli. Next year vow to plant 
those 3 reens around Labor Day 
and enjoy lettuce until at least 
December. 

Soil Preparation 

Autumn is a good time to dig 
a new garden bed or fertilize 
an existing one for next year's 
garden. The weather is pleas¬ 
antly cool, the soil is not soggy 
wet as it usually is in the spring, 
and work done now means less 
to do during the spring planting 
rush. 

*So often you have to wait 
for the soil to dry out in the 
spring, and when it dries every¬ 
thing has to be done at once. 
Not only is working with wet 
soil heavy work for the garden¬ 
er, it is bad for the soil and 
will adversely affect your plants. 

If you want to get rid of 


weeds in a garden bed cover the 
bed with newspaper and then 
mulch. Next spring uncover the 
bed. 

Compost 

Why throw away all those 
good leaves? Compost them and 
create good quality soil. 

There are many types of com¬ 
post bins or heaps. But the 
simplest is just to put a fence 
around a small area—say 3x3 
feet. 

The basic compost heap can 
be as simple as alternating lay¬ 
ers of a foot deep of stomped- 
down leaves with a thin layer 
of soil. Of course this is the 
very simplest compost heap, but 
try it rather than not compost¬ 
ing at all. Or take the plunge 
and read up on the intricacies of 
composting. It is not hard and 
it will mean you have a more 
efficient heap that produces soil 
faster. 

If you already have a com¬ 
post heap that has produced soil, 
this is a good time to spread 
that “‘new” soil onto the gar¬ 
den beds. 

Trees and Shrubs 

Trees and shrubs can be plant¬ 
ed in the fall. And the cool 
weather makes the heavy work 
of digging the hole easier on 
the gardener too. If the soil is 
dry, water your shrubs until it 
gets very cold in December. 

Information 

This article can only give you 
a taste of what gardening work 
can be done in the fail. For 
more information try the Green- 
belt library. There are shelves 
of books on gardening under call 
number 635.9 and if you can't 
find what you want, ask the 
librarians for help. They can 
even order you a book from 
another library with even more 
books.

Nothing is more aggravating than a water or air 
leak around the rubber weatherstripping located around 
the trunk lid, door jambs or removable roof panel. This 
is a tough problem to correct.

Apply it directly on a clean 
rag, and wipe it into the rubber weatherstripping. This 
will keep the weatherstripping from drying, cracking 
and shrinking.
